ST. LOUIS WILL SHOUT FOR BLAND. 


Expects to Have 2,000 Men in Line at 
Chicago. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 20,—(Special.}—At a 

meeting held in Lieut.-Gov. John B. O’Mea- 
ra’s office yesterday afternoon in the Equit- 
able Building steps were taken to increase 
the number of men who will form the Bland 
marching club at Chicago. 
In order. to swell the list it was decided to 
cut off the expense of decorating the special 
train and have one brass band less. These 
two items alone would cost about $1,200. 
This sum will be used to secure additional 
railroad transportation and to lessen the ex- 
pense of many who are not able to buy uni- 
forms. 

With this money Grand Marshal O' Meara 
hopes to get five or six additional coaches 
and k them with lusty shouters for Mis- 
sour“ favorite. Gov. O’Meara’s chief am- 
bition now is to march through the streets 
at the head of not less than 2, St. Louis- 
ans shouting for Bland and 16 to 1. He 
feels confident he will be able to do so. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 29.—The Kansas 
City Bland club, by unanimous vote of its 
General Executive committee, tonight de- 
cided to join its delegation to the Democratic 
national convention with the St. Louis dele- 
gation and the Bland delegations of South- 
ern Missouri. The Kansas City delegation 
will number about 600 and will be accom- 
panied by the Kansas City Flambeau club 
of sixty men and the Third Regiment Band 
of Missouri. 

Des Moines, Ia., June 29.—{Special.}—At a 
meeting of the Horace Boies Democrats here 
tonight it was decided to take a special train 
from Des Moines to the Chicago convention.

COCKRELL’S HOPES FOR SILVER. 


Democratic Nominee for White Metal 
on an Unequivocal Platform. 
Senator Cockrell of Missouri arrived at 
the Auditorium Annex yesterday. We shall 
nominate a straight silver man on an un- 
equivocal silver declaration in the plat- 
form,” he said.

Fall River, Mass., June 29.—More than 
1,400,000 spindles are now pledged to shut 
down for four weeks during July and August, 
and it is now considered probable that every 
plain cotton goods and print cloth factory 
here will enter the agreement to curtail pro- 
duction by a suspension of operations. 

Lawrence, Mass., June 20.—A notice will 
be posted in the Pemberton Mills tomorrow 
informing 900 operatives that the plant will 
shut down on Friday, July 3, and remain 
closed until Sept. 8. Agent F. E. Clark ex- 
plained that it is intended to make important 
repairs and advantage is taken of the times 
gh — Pa., June 29.— The entire plant 
of the National Tube Works company, the 
National rolling mills, and the W. Dewees 
wood, iron, ands 1 mills, McKeesport, with 
the exception o mills in the butt depart- 
ment, are shut wn, and 12,000 men are 
temporarily out af employment. The tube 
wor will resume operations hext wee 
but the rolling mills and the wood plants 
will be closed for six or seven weeks.

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Honest Meney Wing Thinks the Vice- 
President Whese Record on the 
Money Question Is « Blank Is Pret- 
erable to a Western Free Silver 
Shouter—Bloomington Man Now on 
Cape May. | 


Vice-President Stevenson left Cape May 
yesterday for his home in Bloomington by 
a special train. He was accompanied as far 
as Philadelphia by a correspondent of Tun 
TRIBUNE. 

Mr. Stevenson suid he would not attend 
the Chicago convention. It is known by a 
number of friends that he is a candidate 
for President, but is not openly seeking the 
nomination. He has been conservative on 
the silver issue and therefore the Vice-Pres- 
ident hopes to move up to President as a 
compromise candidate. He believes free 
silver will rule the convention, but the two- 
thirds rule will prevent any radical silver 
man from securing the nomination. 

Word came to Chicago yesterday that the 
Eastern Democrats might unite on Vice- 
President Stevenson and, with the aid of 
the Southern vote, in which section he is 
popular, force his nomination. The stum- 
bling-block in the way is, of course, the hos- 
tility of Gov. Altgeld and consequently the 
lack of the Illinois vote, but the supporters 
of Mr. Stevenson argue that if it can be 
clearly shown he could be nominated Illinois 
could not with any grace refuse him its sup- 
port. 

Boom for Stevenson. 

The Stevenson boom, if that can be called a 
boom which is now only whispered, sprang 
up immediately after the celebrated Whit- 
ney intérview of last Saturday, whenthe ex- 
Secretary of the Navy threw up his hands 
and acknowledged all hope of keeping a free 
silver plank out of the platform was gone. 

That interview marked a new departure in 
the tactics of the Eastern, or gold Demo- 
crats: Formerly they had set their hearts 
on getting a gold plank in the platform. 
Giving this up as hopeless their present plan 
is to obtain the nomination of a candidate 
as“tittle objectionable in his financial views 
as possible. It was a self-evident proposi- 
tion such a candidate would have to be a 
Western man, as the nomination.of an East- 
ern one was an impossibility. Wiliam R. 
Morrison would have suited them better 
than any one else, but Col. Morrison had put 
himself out of the 11 by writing a let- 
ter saying he would not be a candidate on a 
silver platform. 

So Vice-President Stevenson has been se- 
lected and will, unless present schemes are 
abandoned, be the candidate of the Eastern 
men for the Presidential nomination. He 
has been taken up, not because they have 
any great admiration for either him or his 
record, but in their eyes he is less objection- 
able than Boles or Bland or any of the other 
Western candidates. 


His Record a Blank. 


Stevenson's record on the financial ques- 
tion is practically a blank, he taking good 
care not to commit himself to either side 
when the repeal of the purchasing clause uf 
the Sherman act was being discussed in the 
Senate, but he was a Greenbacker in the 
older days, and consequently the free silver 
people have always claimed him as their 
own. But while he has never resented this 
claim at the same time he has never ac- 
knowledged it, and the Eastern gold men 
think him preferable to an out and out free 
silver shouter. 

How many votes Mr. Stevenson would be 
able to muster in the Southern States is 
of course problematical. Still he has always 
cultivated that section and is popular there, 
is himself a Kentuckian by birth, and has 
extended family connections there, and 
— would de more acceptable to the 

uthern leaders than any Northern man ex- 
cept — Morrison. Could he secure any 
considerable number of Southern votes and 
add to them the delegations from New York, 
New New Jersey, Maryland, Del- 
aware, ennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota he would become 
a formidable candidate. 


Gold Men United. 


This possibility of the gold Democrats 
being able to name the candidate, although 
beaten in the platform, has already been 
considered by some of the shrewder of the 
silver leaders. Although the silver Demo- 
crats will be in a large majority in the con- 
vention they will be divided among a num- 
ber of candidates, while the gold men, being 
united, can pool their strength. To head 
off this a plan for a caucus of the silver 
delegates has been suggested whereby a 
free silver candidate may be picked out. 

This scheme is somewhat fanciful and will 
hardly be adopted, but it is more than likely 
the two-thirds rule will be done away with. 
With this rule in force the gold men can 
prevent the selection of any objectionable 
candidate. 


CAUCUS TODAY OF ILLINOIS MEN. 
State Occupies a Commanding Posi- 
tion for the First Time. 

So far as the Illinois delegation to the 
national convention is concerned William 
Collins Whitney, the eminent New York 
Democrat, will find his path towards the 
compromise gate filled with briars and rocks. 
It is not the same kind of a delegation that 
Mr. Whitney wrestied with four years ago. 
As one of the free silver leaders expressed 
it yesterday: “Four years ago Whitney 
found the politicians opposed to Cleveland, 
and the masses for him. Now the politicians 
and the masses are allied against the end Mr. 
Whitney expects and desires to accomplish. 
The task of four years ago was easy. This 
year it is an impossibility.” 

Illinois ‘occupies a commanding position 
for the first time in its history. The South 
and the West are ready to follow the lead of 
this State. The absolute power exercised 
by Gov. Altgeld at Peoria last week will not 
extend to the Illinois delegation that will 
meet here today, and the Governor, will be 
compelled to listen to the oratory of the 
delegates. He has studiously confined him- 
self to generalities since the Peoria con- 
vention, until he meets personally the del- 
egates that will represent Illinois. 

The Governor is not personally acquainted 
with 38 per cent of his delegation, and his 
machine slipped several cogs in its attempt 
to arrange a delegation to the Chicago con- 
vention that would do his bidding. After 
the conference of today he can talk about 
the purposes of his delegation with some de- 
gree of certainty. The list of delegates con- 
— many names heretofore unknown to 

me. : 

There are others, who are well known, and 
known for their independence of thought 
and action. There is Editor Johnson of 
Pontiac and Judge Worthington of Peoria, 
and Hardy Masters of Lewiston, who think 
for themselves. Alex. Hope of Alton will 
not permit Bland to be sacrificed without a 
protest. Ex-Congressman James R. Will- 
iams of Carmi, and William H. Green of 
Mount Vernon have decided opinions of 
their own, and are under no obligations to 
Altgeld. The two delegates from the Belle- 
ville district, J. Nick Perrin and Gen. W. A. 
J. Sparks, are counted among the strongest 
men in Illinois, and can maintain themselves 

comers on any subject. There 


. Altgeld’s friends have been remark- 
ably quiet in regard to any action the dele- 
gation might take in the national conyention 
until the vernor had an opportunity to be- 
come better uainted with his delegates. 
There is no doubt Gov. Altgeld will be made 
Chairman of the delegation, if he wants the 
honor. But there is a suspicion that the

BRINGS ALONG THE BLAND BOOM. 


George Washington Allen Arrives 
with the Prediction of Victory. 

The Bland boom is in town. It isnot much 
of a boom as yet, but its advertisers and 
press agents say it will grow. 

Just now it consists of George Washington 
Allen, a son of ex-Congressman Allen of St. 
Louis, and an ex-Mayor of that town by 
virtue of succeeding to the office as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen when the 
elected Mayor died; a lot of lithographs of 
“Silver Dick” distributed around the club 
room of the Auditorium Annex, and the club 
room itself. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri is also here, 
but yesterday he did not identify himself 
with the boom. He is waiting until toddy, 
when Gov. Stone and his lieutenants, Cols. 
Bell and Rickey, will be on hand and the ma- 
chine started in earnest. 

Mr. Allen was, however, reasonably busy 
yesterday. His chief duty was to tell all 
comers Congressman Bland is already as 
good as nominated. 

„Mr. Bland is the logical candidate,“ he 
said to a reporter for Tun TRIBUNE, “ and 
what is more to the point, he will have more 
votes on the final ballot than any other man. 
We regard ex-Gov. Boies of Iowa as our 
most formidable competitor, but do not think 
he can win. Richard Bland is the original 
advocate for the free coinage of silver, and 
now that the Democratic party is about to de- 
clare for that principle what more natural or 
fitting than it should take Silver Dick as 
its candidate?!“ 

It has been said Gov. Stone is also seek- 
ing the nomination,” was suggested. 

“That is nonsense.“ replied Mr. Allen, 
somewhat warmly. Missouri is instructed 
for Biand and Gov. Stone will be here to- 
morrow working for him.“ 

Mr. Allen claims about 250 votes for Bland 
on the first ballot and 160 more on the second. 
He starts off with the 98 votes instructed for 
him from Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, Okia- 
homa, New Mexico, and Indian Territory, 
and adds 123 which he claims will be forth- 
coming from Colorado, Kansas, Tennessee, 
Montana, Oregon, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
and Alabama. 

Then in the second ballot he figures Bland 
will receive the votes of Illinois, Ohio, and 
Kentucky, which, argues Mr. Allen, will 
give him such a start nothing can stop him, 
and he will easily be nominated on the third, 
if not the second, ballot. 

One of the curiosities of the contest is a 
map gotten up by Mr. Allen in his capacity of 
secretary of the Bland propaganda. The 
only States Mr. Allen has allowed the gold 
people are the New England ones, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsyivania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Wisconsin, and South Dakota. 

The Boies people expect to get into working 
order in the club-room of the Palmer House 
today, when Evans, Baylis, Waish, and 
Dodge of the Hawkeye State will be in con- 
trol. 

Some individual trades unionists of Chi- 
cago busied themselves yesterday getting up 
a protest against the nomination of Boies 
on the ground he was an enemy of organized 
labor, inasmuch as he had approved of the 
attitude of President Cleveland during the 
Debs insurrection. Consequently, Grand 
Master Workman Sovereign was called into 
the council of the Boies managers yesterday 
and instructed to go about counteracting 
this opposition. 

The Boies headquarters look strangely to 
one who has had in the past anything to do 
with the politics of, the Hawkeye State. 
Men like J. J. Richardson of Davenport, 
member of the National committee: Hunter 
of Des Moines, Campbell of Fairfield, Des- 
mond of Clinton, Ham of Dubuque, Dodge of 
Burlington, Greene of Cedar Rapids, and a 
lot of others who have borne the burden of 
Iowa Democracy for years, are not here and 
will not be. They are all gold men. 

Senator Mantle of Montana is the sole rep- 
resentative of whatever of a Teller move- 
ment exists in the city. He will be joined 
today, however, by Senator Dubois of Idaho, 
who is the recognized head of the Teller 
forces. Talking of the probable action of 
the convention yesterday, Senator Mantle 
said: 

J do not think what can be called an or- 
ganized attempt to boom Senator Teller for 
the nomination will be made. We are ofthe 
opinion, however, his nomination would be 
the wisest thing the Democrats could do.“ 

What chance is there of a union of all 
the free silver forces, allowing this conven- 
tion should adopt a free silver platform?“ 
was asked. 

„That is largely dependent on the action 
of this convention and the character of its 
nominee,“ was the answer. In the first 
place it must sink the tariff issue and make 


the money question the main thing. Most 


of the free silver Republicans are also pro- 
tectionists, and they would hesitate to vote 
for a candidate who is as much of u free 
trader as he isa free silverman. My advice 
to the platform-makers would be to deal 
straight forwardly with the silver plank, and 
relegate the tariff question to Congress.” 

“Could Bland unite all the free silver 
votes?!“ 0 

“No. He is recognized as a free trader.“ 

„Could Boles?” 

“JT doubt it. The Populists do not con- 
sider him a good enough free silver man.” 

How about Matthews?“ 

„ don't know anything about him or his 
record.“ 

„ McLean?’ 

“He would not do.” 

“ Warner of Ohio?” 

“He would do better than any of those 
named. Senator Teller, however, would 
unite all the free silver votes in the country, 
and they are in a majority.”

Simon P. Sheerin, Secretary of the Dem- 
ocratic National committee; Col. John G. 
Prather, and E. C. Wall, members re- 
spectively for Missouri and Wisconsin, have 
the press, telegraph, seating, and other de- 
tail arrangements of the convention in 


| charge. It has been left with them to say 


how many seats the big daily newspapers, 
Associated Press, and United Press are to 
have on the platform; how much space the 
telegraph companies can occupy, and where 
they shall be located; what the general seat- 
ing plans for delegates, alternates, and spec- 
tators shall be; where the members of the 
National committee and the distinguished 
visitors shall sit—in fact, full supervision of 
the entire preparations for the convention. 

They are expected to have the whole 
scheme arranged by tomorrow, when the 
subcommittee meets to hear reports. The 
three men visited the Coliseum yesterday 
and inspected the work now going on there. 
Col, Thomas Sherley, committeeman from 
Kentucky, is looking after the decorations, 
and he, too, is industriously engaged. Upon 
their return to the Palmer House Mr. Wall 
said the contractors told them everything 
would be ready on July 1, but he thought 
that it would keep the workmen hustling 
to get through by the Fourth. 

Secretary Sheerin is greatly perplexed 
over the problem of how to accommodate all 
the newspaper men that have applied to him 
for tickets, seats, and badges. On the plat- 
forms at thé right and left of the Chairman’s 
stand there will be desks and sittings for 420 
writers. Applications to the number of 
1,600 have been filed by daily papers through- 
out the country. 


Newspaper Seats. 


The only way, therefore, so the Secretary 
thinks, for him to solve the question is to 
limit the number of seats to each so that 
the largest newspaper in the country will 
not get more than six seats. 

The report to the subcommittee will be 
made up today. It will give an account in 
detail of everything that has been done by 
all the auxiliary committees of the subcom- 
mittee, and also by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Col. John L Martin had occasion yester- 
day for the first time since he began making 
a to resent a story that reflect- 

upon his impartiality and honor. Some 
morning paper said he.was selecting United 
States Marshals and Secret Service men for 
doorkeepers. This aroused the Colonel’s in- 
dignation, and he hotly declared there was 
not one word of truth in it. 

“Iam not appointing any government em- 
ployés either as doorkeepers or to any other 
pesition,” said he. Every man named to 
stand on the doors is a gentleman and good 
Democrat. They are all personally known 
to me, Their position in this fight on the 
money question has not been taken into 
consideration. Some of them, I presume, 
advocate the gold standard, and some of 
them free silver.“ 

The appointments made by Col. Martin 
will have to be passed upon by the subcom- 
mittee and finally indorsed by the full Na- 
tional committee before they go into effect. 
The story that he is picking out United 
States Marshals and Secret Service men was 
started by some of the local free silver Dem- 
ocrats because they could not get half a 
dozen of their friends on the doors. 

Harrity Coming Today. 

William F. Harrity, Chairman of the Na- 
tional committee and also of the subcom- 
mittee, will arrive today from Philadelphia. 
Preparations have been made by the other 
members to give him a warm welcome. The 
Palmer House parlors to be occupied by the 
committee as a headquarters and reception 
rooms have been beautifully decorated with 
flags and bunting. 

No small share of Secretary Sheerin’s 
time was taken up yesterday listening to 
inquiries from enthusiasts who sought to 
learn how they could secure one or more 
tickets to the convention. The Secretary 
tcld them he had nothing to do with the dis- 
tribution of tickets. The subcommittee 
will attend to that all-important duty. 
Furthermore, the distribution either of tick- 
ets or badges will not be made before Mon- 
day. Then the delegates and alternates will 
be served first. After them the allotment 
of 1,500 to the local committee for subscrib- 
ers to the guarantee fund and their friends 
will be made. Following them the National 
Committeemen come in for what they want. 
The entire seating capacity of the hall will 
be 15,000. The delegates and alternates will 
take nearly 2,000, the press, National com- 
mittee, and distinguished visitors as many 
more, and the subscribers 1,500, making a 
total of 5,500. This will leave 9,500 for the 
general public. a 

St. Louis Men for Doorkeepers. 

Col. Martin held a consultation yesterday 
with Capt. Campbell of the Police Depart- 
ment concerning the number of uniformed 
policemen to be stationed in the convention. 
Police officials from other cities will be at 
the doors, but not in the capacity of police 
or in uniform. They are selected because 
they understand crowds in case of emer- 
gency or accident. Col. Martin went to St. 
Louis last night to make final arrangements 
with several men to act as doorkeepers. He 
will return tomorrow. 


SENATOR HARRIS AND TWO METALS. 


Democratic Bimetallic League Com- 
mittee Is Ready for Work. 

Senator Isham G. Harris of Tennessee 
registered at the Sherman House last even- 
ing, and with his coming the National com- 
mittee of the Democratic Bimetallic League 
was declared complete. Senator Harris is 
the Chairman of this committee, but ex- 
Congressman Towles of Missouri, the Sec- 
retary, had arrived during the day, and 
opened headquarters in Parlor M of the Sher- 
man House, so the machine was in fair work- 
ing order before the appearance of ita head. 

The committee is to hold daily sessions, 
beginning with this morning, up to the time 
of opening the convention, but exactly what 
it is going to do, now it is set up and ready 
for business, is not so clear even to its active 
managers. 

The fact of the matter is our work seems 
to be already done,“ said Secretary Towles 
yesterday afternoon. ‘Our league was 
started with the purpose of preaching the 
cause of free silver inside the Democratic 
party. It differs from the National Bi- 
metallic League, of which Mr. Warner of 
Ohio is the head, insomuch as that league 
is non-partisan, white ours is strictly par- 
tisan and confined to Democrats. 

“Our plan, when we organized at the 

emphis convention, was to obtain as many 
free silver delegates as possible to the Chi- 
cago convention, so as to obtain a free silver 
plank in the platform. That is what we have 
been working for ever since, and that, I 
think, is what we have accomplished. With 
the adoption of a free silver plank our labors 
end, as we will take no part in the contest 
over the Presidential nomination.”

MAXWELL SAYS TELLER 15 THE MAN. 


Populist State Chairman Outlines the 


Presidential Possibilities. 


A. L. Maxwell of Flat Rock, III., Chairman 
of the State committee of the People’s party, 
arrived in Chicago yesterday, and he is in- 
dustriously circulating among the leaders 
already on the ground. He asserted last 
night that there was a strong probahility 
that his party would not indorse the Demo- 
cratic nominee for the Presidency, and that 
Altgeld’s hopes of a Populist indorsement 
might end in smoke. 

„ Will your party indorse Bland or Boies?” 
he was asked. 

“TI cannot say. The People’s party has 
been the pioneer in forcing this money ques- 
tion to a direct issue, and, while we would 
be willing to unite with all forces in a non- 
partisan way, we could not consistently in- 
dorse any candidate who remains with 
either of the old parties. We recognize in 
Bland and Boies able and consistent leaders 
in the free silver cause, and, should the gold 
power dominate the Chicago convention and 
Boies and Bland place themselves outside 
the pale of their party, we could as con- 
sistently give them our support as we can 
now support Teller. But we cannot and wo 
will not support any man for President who 
remains in the same party with Grover 
Cleveland and John G. Carlisle.“ 

“ Who will the Populists nominate?” 

„ Unquestionably Teller, with some man 
like Sibley, or even Blackburn or Daniels, 
for Vice-President.” 

“Is there any probability of the Populists 
of Illinois indorsing or nominating Altgeld 
for Governor?” 

It is too early to answer that question. 
Our people universally feel that Gov. Altgeld 
has made a gallant fight for the rights of the 
common people, and we greatly admire his 
courage and ability. But any combination 
in Illinois between the Populists and the 
Democrats will be wholly contingent upon 
the action of the national convention. If 
the Democratic National convention should 
adopt any compromise on the platform as 
regards the money question whereby the 
HBastern wing would be satisfied, all idea of 
a combination between the Altgeld Demo- 
crats and the Populists would be ended, and 
we would nominate our own candidates all 
along the line. Our party in Illinois is in a 
splendid condition, and can go it alone if 
necessary.“ 

Chairman Maxwell will mall today to 
every postoffice in the State a manifesto, 
which is a “ feeler,” for use in guiding the 
Populistic faction of the Democratic party in 
the proceedings of next week. In it he says: 

“T have always opposed fusion with either

OPEN MATTHEWS HEADQUARTERS. 


Senator Turpie and Contingent Will 
Preside There Tomorrow. 
Chicago headquarters for Gov. Matthews’ 
Presidential boom will be formally opened 
at the Palmer House tomorrow. Myron D. 
King, the Governor’s private secretary, who 
was in Chicago last week, will return then. 
The Governor will not attend the convention. 
The Matthews Executive committee, with 
Senator Turple at the head, will open the 

headquarters. 

A Matthews club, 500 strong, will leave 
Indianapolis next Sunday on a special! train. 
These will be augmented by. other clubs 
along the way, so that the train is expected 
to unload at least 1,000 Matthews shouters 
in the convention city. 

The Indiana free silver men are going to 
make a strong fight :to secure Secretary 
Sheerin’s place on t National committee 
for Allen C. Clark of Greensburg, Chairman 
of the State Free Silver committee. Sheérin 
claims to be an ardent supporter of Gov. 
Matthews, but he is regarded with suspicion 
by the silver men. 

Gov. Matthews’ friends say they will be 
satisfied with 100 votes on the first ballot, 
and confidently expect that many from the 
South in addition to the solid thirty from 
Indiana. 


PETTIGREW SAYS HE’S ALL RIGHT. 


Denies He Violated Instructions and 
Talks Hard for Free Silver. 

Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota yes- 
terday vehemently denied that he had vio- 
lated any instructions at St. Louis, saying 
there was not a word in the State platform 
which could be construed into instructions 
for a gold platform. 

“It has been charged, too, that I pledged 
myself at the time of my election as a dele- 
gate-at-large to vote for a gold plank in the 
St. Louis convention,” he said. “ Now, this 
is utterly false.

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West petitions from property-owners 
asking for car lines on a number of West 
Side streets, proposed to be built by the West 
Chicago Street railway company. 

Passed an order that it was the sense of 
the Council that the Lake-Front Park should 
be turned over to the jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the South Park Board, and appoint- 
ing a committee to take such transfer under 
advisement. 


Undisturbed by charges of boodling and 
oblivious to the claims of the insufficiency 
of frontage petitions, the Council passed 
an ordinance presen a franchise in Van 
Buren street to the Union Elevated Loop 
company, practically free of charge, for the 
term of fifty years. Nearly two-thirds of 
the Aldermen voted for the measure, stand- 
ing as solidly and imperturbably as a stone 
wall against all efforts of the minority to 
postpone action or to secure a revenue to 
the city in retarn for the valuable franchise. 


Large Vote for the Loop. 


By a vote of 44 to 24 the Council refused to 
postpone consideration, and three hours lat- 
er, after two dozen amendments and innu- 
merable s es had been offered to stem 
the tide, the ordinance was passed by a vote 
of G to 22, one of the original minority leav- 
ing the chamber and another changing his 
vote. Only one more vote would be 
needed to pass the ordinance over a veto,

The petitions urged the Council to pass the 
ordinance for the benefit of the Metropolitan

Ald. Fitch’s Resolution. 


The next reference to the Union Loop or- 
dinance in the proceedings was made by Ald. 
Fitch in the introduction of the following 
resolution: 

* Whereas, During the last ten days it has 
been openly-and repeatedly charged by the 
press of the City of Chicago that mem- 
bers of the Council Committee on Railroads 
have made overtures, either directly or in- 
directly, to a Well-known law firm repre- 
senting the property-owners in opposition 
to the Van Buren street loop, that said Rail- 
road committee would for personal com- 
pensation to themselves, report adversely 
to what is known as the Van Buren street 
loop ordinance. Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That a special committee of 
five members of this Council, none of whom 
shall be a member of the Committee on Rall- 
roads, be appointed by the Mayor, to invest- 
igate such charges, and to report to this 
Council the result of such investigation.“ 

The Alderman asked to have the resolu- 
tion put in the omnibus ordinance, an easy 
way of securing its ssage, and there was 
no objection, Ald. artwick, Chairman of 
the Railroad committee, being to all appear- 
ance the most unconcerned man in the room. 
Ald. Hartwick expected to call up the loop 
ordinance, and said so early in the meeting, 
but Ald. Powers took the leadership out of 
his hands, after whispering to him: 

John, after the way your name has been 
used in the matter, it would be better for 
some one else to bring the ordinance up.” 


Postponement Is Defeated. 


Ald. Powers therefore stood sponsor for 
the measure, which he called up as soon as 
the routine business of the session was over. 
Ald. Jackson moved that consideration be 
deferred one week. Ald. Harlan thought it 
was due to the dignity and honor of the 
members of the Railroad committee and of 
the Council to let the matter lie over until 
the charges made could be investigated. 
Ald. Coughlin did not think so much was 
due the dignity of the Council, and the 
Council agreed with him, defeating the 
motion by the following vote:

Presenting the Ordinance. 


The .clerk then proceeded with the read- 
ing of the ordinance, the chief purpose of 
which was to give a fifty-year franchise to 
the Union Loop company to build a double 
track elevated structure in Van Buren street 
from Wabash avenue to Market street, and 
in that street half a block to connect With 
the Metropolitan tracks, and for a single 
trackin Van Buren street from Market street 
to the Metropolitan tracks, 200 feet east of 
Halsted street. 

The reading was constantly interrupted 
by the offering of amendments by the mfnor- 
ity, but when the fight was over the salient 
features were unchanged.

Mrs. Potter Palmer sat in her beautiful 
home yesterday and in the charming man- 
ner which belongs to her talked of her las 
short but eventful trip abroad. N 

What can I say that is new?” she re- 
plied. wher asked for some information in 
regard to the scenes of which she has so 
lately been a spectator. “ You know, of 
course, that we went abroad to be present 
at the spring opening of the Paris Exposi- 
tion, and had no idea of being in attend- 
ance at the coronation. Upon our arrival 
in Paris we found letters awaiting us from 
the American Minister to Russia asking us 
to come to Moscow for the coronation, and 
kindly assuring us that a house should be 
Placed at our disposal during our stay there. 
This was no unimportant feature, for every- 
thing in the way of accommodations had 
been engaged months before by foreign 
potentates and representatives who cx- 
pected to be present.“ 


Showered with Kindnesses. 


How about your journey in the Ambassa- 
dor’s train?” she was asked. 

“O, you know of that, do you?” returned 
Mrs. Palmer, smilingly. “‘ Well, I will ten 
you, for it is an example of the many kind- 
nesses shown us by the Russians, who tell 
us they can never forget or hope to return 
the kindness and hospitality extended to 
them by the American people during the 
year of the Columbian Exposition, 

“Our tickets were procured for Moscow 
via Warsaw, and by feeing the guard we 
were enabled to make the first part of our 
journey in co rative comfort and se- 
clusion, but looked forward to the latter 
part with a feeling of dismay, for we were 
informed that it would be impossible to pro- 
cure any kind of sleeping accommodations 
between Warsaw and Moscow—a ride of 
thirty-two hours. We anticipated all sorts 
of disagreeable discomforts because of this, 
but there seemed no help for it, so we re- 
signed ourselves to the inevitable. 

“But the unexpected happened, for at 
Warsaw we were met with a chamberlain 
of the Czar, who inquired our names, and 
then informed us that we were to make the 
remainder of the journey in the special train 
which was used only by the Ambassadors 
and special guests of the ruler of Russia. 
It was a delightful experience. Nothing 
which could add to our comfort was left un- 
done, and as the enterta ent was fyr- 
nished by the government no charge, of 
course, was made. 

“A description of the coronation cere- 
mony I would rather not attempt, for after 
the detailed account of it given by Sir Ed- 
win Arnold, Richard Harding Davis, and the 
rest who went there purposely to study it, a 
choppy general talk about it, such as I might 
give, would fall exceedingly fiat, I am 
afraid.” 

Was not the splendor of the ceremony 
almost too barbaric to be pleasing to Amer- 
ican eyes!“ asked her interlocutor. 

Indeed, no,“ returned Mrs. Palmer, with 
decision. The Imperial Coronation of 
Russia has no stronger element of barbarism 
in it than any other European court cere- 
mony.“ 


Grand but Not Barbarie. 


“Everything in Russia is done on the grand - 
est scale possible, and the splendor of the 
result is almost beyond description, but it 
should not be called barbaric. 

“ Every nation in Europe sent representa- 
tives—not one or two, but dozens. There 
were so many of these guests that the little 
church in which the coronation took place 
would not have held them all, but Russian 
noblemen and Generals, happy because of 
the honor done their country, gladly gave 
way to these foreign potentates. 

Except for the commotion caused by the 
horror of the sad catastrophe, the ceremony 
was perfect in every Uetail—not a break, 
not even the slightest hitch. The feature 
which most interested me, I think, was the 
democratic spirit exhibited throughout the 
affair. For all its exceeding grandness there 
was not a class of the Russian people but 
were honored by their Czar at some time or 
other during this occasion. Representa- 
tives of every caste, beginning with the 
lowest peasant, were banqueted, and in 
every instance the table was graced by the 
presence of the Prince and Princess. 


Loved by the People. 


„J cannot say too much in praise of the 
charming personality of the newly-made 
Czar and his consort. Tears rolled down 
his cheeks at the manifestations of regurd 
shown him by his people, and notwithstand- 
ing her evident fatigue the Czarina stood 
by his side from 11 o’clock in the morning 
until 4 in the afternoon, giving a pleasant 
word and a handshake to each deputy. 

„The Russian peasant of today is im- 
mensely superior to the Russian peasai t of 
twenty years ago, and this new ruler intends 
to keep the sacred trust which has descend- 
ed to him and give to his people the best 
guidance in his power. 

“When the Czar and Czarina went to 
drive after the coronation it was in the 
plainest of victorias and with no retinue— 
nothing which would indicate the presence 
of foyalty. But it seemed to me the people 
knew by instinct whom the carriage con- 
tained, for wherever it was driven the 
streets were literally lined with people, who 
shouted themselves hoarse with joyous ac- 
clamations. Surely with that feeling ex- 
isting between a ruler and his people a 
bright future must be in store for Russia. 

Of herself, this woman, to whom is shown 
more honor and distinction than to any 
other American woman who goes abroad, 
would say very little. She wore a navy blue 
loosely woven crépon gown, fresh from the 
hands of a Paris modiste. The skirt was 
plainly made. The bodice, which fitted her 
closely, had a vest of yellow uncut velvet 
trimmed with frills of yellow lace. The 
sleeves were close fitting nearly to the shoul- 
der, and the puffs were small ones.

| weKINLEY’s REPLY TO THE CO 


MMITTEE. 

Yesterday the committee appointed by the 
National convention to break the news to 
Maj. McKinley of his nomination ten days 
ago at St. Lowis visited him at Canton, O., 
and performed its pleasant and surprise 
party duty. 

It has been the custom of candidates in 
recent years to state their views fully in 
formal letters of acceptance, and to say lit- 
tle prior to that time. Those letters have 
not been prepared until late in the summer, 
each nominee waiting as long as possible in 
the hope of being able to make points on the 
‘other. 

Maj. McKinley spoke at far greater 
length yesterday than was expected. That 
was courageous and wise. He has told 
the Democratic convention which will meet 
here a week from today exactly where he 
stands. If the convention can make any 
political capital out of his remarks to the 
committee it is welcome to all the party 
capital that can be extracted from his 
talk. 

Maj. McKinley will write a letter of ac- 
ceptance in due time, which will be more 
formal than the address he delivered yester- 
day, but will be simply an expansion of it. 
He has taken his ground and will main- 
tain it. . 

Naturally for him, Maj. McKinley spoke 
first and most of the tariff question from 
the point of view of more protection and 
more revenue. He has always believed 
that the best way to maintain the currency 
parity is to have adequate revenues, .and 
thus make borrowing for the support of the 
government quite unnecessary. 

He believes that protection and reciproci- 
ty will give work to idle working peo- 
ple at “American wages,” will provide 
ample employment at home to American 
capital, and will reopen that foreign trade 
“ precipitately cut off by adverse national 
legislation —the low tariff Wilson law. 
The people, he says, want “a protective 
tariff which, while supplying adequate rev- 
enues for the government, 
American production and serve the best 
interests of American labor and develop- 
ment.“ 

His position on the great money question 
is clearly defined. The Republican party, 
he says, “ can be safely trusted to preserve 
both our credit and currency with honor, 
stability, and inviolability.“ He goes on to 
remark that— 

The American people hold the financial honor of 
our government as eucred as Our fiag and can be 
reiied upon to guard it with the same sleepless 
vigilance. They hold its preservation above 
party fealty, and have often demonstrated that 


party ties avail nothing when the spotless credit 
of our country is threatened. The money of the 


| United States, and every kind or form of it, 


whether of paper, silver, or gold, must be as good 
as the best in the world. It must not only be cur- 
rent at its full face value at home, but it must be 
counted at par in any and every commercial center 
of the globe. The sagacious and far-seeing policy 
of the great men who founded our government, 
the teachings and acts of the wisest financiers at 
every stage in our history, the steadfast faith and 
splendid achievements of the great party to which 
we belong, and the genius and integrity of our 
people have always demanded this and will ever 
maintain it. The dollar paid to the farmer, the 
wage-earner, and the pensioner must continue for- 
ever equal in purchasing and debt paying power to 
the dollar paid to any government creditor. 

Maj. McKinley does not use the word 
“gold.” But he clearly enough means gold 
when he says the paper or silver money 
„ must be as good as the best in the world.” 
As gold is the best in the world by common 
consent he means gold, of course. 

The government pays its creditors gold 
_or its equivalent, and therefore he means the 
yellow metal; and the workingman must 


gold, and not a cent less. 

Then, too, he indorses the bond sales of 
the present administration to get gold for 
the redemption fund. That is, he indorses 
the purpose for which those gold bond sales 
were made—the protection of the credit of 
the Nation—while he condemns the “ ruin- 
ous policy "’ which cut down the revenues 
and thus made the maintenance of the gold 
reserve much more difficult. 

The conclusion may safely be drawn that 
if it should become necessary soon after 
Maj. McKinley's inauguration as Presi- 
dent to sell bonds for gold to maintain the 
gold reserve and to redeem greenbacks and 
thus maintain the currency at parity he 
will order bonds sold for that purpose. But 
he says also, further on in his speech: 

The platform adopted by the Republican Nation- 
al convention has received my careful considera- 
tion and has my unqualified approval. It is a 
matter of gratification to me, as I am sure it must 
be to you and to Republicans  every- 
where, and to all our people, that the expres- 
sions of its declaration of principles are so direct, 
clear, and emphatic. They are too plain and 
positive to leave any chance for doubt or question 
as to their purport and meaning. 

The main point in the platform, which has 
his “ unqualified approval,” demands the 
maintenance of the existing gold standard 
“of money.” Therefore Maj. McKinley is 
out and above board for that standard, 
whieh is so directly, clearly, phatic- 
ally indorsed by the platform. Me- 
Kinley could not ha ve indorsed the gold 
standard parity of all the currency more 
strongly and distinctly if he talked all day. 

Thq Democrats know where he is ut.”

DIRECTORY POPULATION OF CHICAGO 

The City Directory for 1896, just com- 
pleted, shows an increase in the number of 
names over 1895 of 16,667, indicating a 
growth, on the ratio of 3% to 1, of 57,- 
311 during the year. The whole num- 


122, and at the 8% to 1 ratio the 
population is 1,752,100. Barcd on the 
same ratio in 1890 the directory census gave 
1,150,000, which was 50,000 more than the 
Federal census of the same year and quite 
closely corresponded with one or two school 
censuses. If a Federal census bad been 
taken this year it would not have varied 
much from 1,700,000, which is probably 
about the real population, closely sifted 
down, 

Still there are people who will not be sat- 
isfied even with these handsome figures. 
When the Federal census. was taken six 
years ago, at a time when already prepara- 
tions for the World’s Fair had begun to 
assume shape, it discovered 1,100,000 peo- 
ple here. That was in June, 1890, The 
directory census is for June, 1896, It ex- 
hibits a gain, averaging the six years to- 
gether, taking into account the World’s 
Fair boom and the natural relapse, of 100,- 
000 per annum in round numbers. 

Chicago may safely challenge the world 
with this increase. What other city in the 
world—New York, with Brooklyn and,sub- 


000, or Paris with its 2, 700,000, or Berlin 
with its 1,600,000, ich has grown rap- 
idly during the last half dozen years—can 
make such a showing? Not one of them in 
absolute increase of numbers. London has 
increased about 500,000 in a decade. It 
has varied little from 50,000 per annum, or 
half the Chicago annual increment. 
Though the metropolitan district had near- 
ly four times Chicago’s population in 1890 
it has now only twice and a half our num- 
bers. All reasonable people should feel sat- 
isfied with a city that can show such a cen- 
sus development as Chicago; but the peo- 
ple of Chicago are not satisfied with an in- 
erease even of 100,000 per annum. They 
want it to grow still faster, not stopping to 
think of the difficulty of assimilating peo- 
ple of a dozen nationalities more rapidly.

She would even reach over into New Jer- 
sey and grab Jersey City were the latter not 
protected by the sovereignty of its State 
from annexed to Manhattan.

RAILROADS DISCRIMINATING AGAINST 
CHICAGO. 


Chicago as a grain-receiving center should 
engage the attention of the Board of Trade. 
It should also engage the attention of our 
railroads and they should act upon it, lest 
people begin to suspect that they are trying 
to cut the business throat of Chicago in spite 
at the lake commerce, which hitherto has 
been the great factor in keeping down high 
rail freight rates to the Bast. Chicago has 
not only to contend with the Illinois Central

with Milwaukee, which has an advantage of 
two cents per hundred over Chicago on all 
rail business east. Some of the discrimina- 
tions against us have already been stated in 
Tus Trisune, as follows: 

While the rate from Chicago to New York is 20 
cents, all rail, the rate from Milwaukee to the sea- 
board is 18 cents per hundred. This makes a rank 
discrimination against Chicago in favor of M. 
waukee, Further north Chicago has the competi- 
tion of Green Bay, Gladstone, Washburn, and Du- 
luth. Here, again, the discriminating rates in fa- 
vor of these northern points against Chicago are 
gearing. For instance, the rates in Southern Min- 
nesota to Minneapolis are from 3 to 10 cents per 
hundred less than to Chicago, Al) through North- 
ern Minnesota and the Dakotas, as a genera! rule.

THAT SUNDAY SHAM BATTLE. 

The Second and Third Battalions of the 
Second Regiment worked themselves into a 
fine imitation fury on Sunday in Logan 
square, but nothing to be compared to the 
real fury that nearly every one not en- 
gaged in the sham battle is now showing. 
The soldiers, it appears, gave an admirable 
exhibition of the art of war as it is practiced 
in times of peace, notable chiefly for the va- 
riety of ways in which it differs from the 
real thing when the game is gore. In this 
instance it included even the violation of 
the usual observance of the first day of the 
week—something that in times of war is 
never done unless the emergency is great, 
such as the battle of Waterloo or Shiloh. 
The congregations in the two churches near 
the scene of mimic hostilities bear feeling 
testimony to the amount of noise produced 
evenafter it was strained through the closed 
windows of the edifices, and they are show- 
ing a lively curiosity as to who was re- 
sponsible for the somewhat remarkable in- 
novation. Gen. Wheeler says he did not 
give the soldiers permission to indulge in 
the ill-timed demonstration. Col. Moulton 
declares hé also was not a party to the non- 
hostile encounter, and Chaplain Bolton at 
last accounts was busy “ seeing about it.” 
All these with commendable vigor unite in 
assurances that Sunday sham battles will 
be limited to this single exhibition, and 
there is evidence that the minor officers who 
commanded the rival forces will be given 
an\ opportunity to make some extended ex- 
planations. Some one has certainly blun- 
d , and it is a blunder that must not be 
repeated. It is well for soldiers to indulge 
in mimic encounters. It gives them most 
desirable training. But there is no excuse 
for holding such a display on Sunday. It 
violates every tradition of the day. The 
deafening voise alone makes it an impossi- 
ble performance for that day, irrespective 
of all the other cbjections that various ele- 
ments of the community would raise. One 
sham battle on Sunday will suffice for all 
time. 


A CURT NOTE TO COLOMBIA. 

Little United States of Colombia has re- 
ceived a curt, sharp note from big United 
States of America demanding ample sat- 
isfaction, ‘apology, reparation, etc. The 
offense of Colombia is the seizure of the 
American schooner George R. Whitford. 
It appears that the schooner in March last 
discharged a cargo at Porto Bello and then 
took out clearance papers for Cartagena.

When Americans and Englishmen buy 
the securities of an American railway, or 
the bonds of the government, or loan money 
to Americans, they pay in gold moncy. 
They expect to be repaid in the same kind 
of money. Why not? They bought with 


| 100-cent dollars. They do not want to be 


paid back in 16 fo 1 silver worth 50 cents 
on the dollar. 

English, German, and American moncy- 
lenders ask to be repaid in as good dollars 
as they loaned. They are not receiving, nor 
do they expect to receive, twp dollars for 
every one they lend. But Altgeld proposes 
they shall be paid back one dollar for every 
two they have loaned. That is the demand 
of this honest Governor of Illinois. 

Altgeld wants to drain creditors of their 
* life-blood,” those creditors being mainly 
Americans and a good many Germans. 
Some of them are depositors in our savings 
banks. A good many are owners of shares 
in building and loan associations, They are 
not “ English money-lenders.” They are 
American workingmen and German wage- 
earners. But Altgeld has no more commis- 
eration for them than he has for “ bloody 
Englishmen.” They have loaned 100-cent 
dollars and ask for 100-cent dollars back 
when the money is due—“ only that, and 
nothing more.” What is there wrong about 
that? Let him explain it or shut up. 


REPUBLICANS IN THE ROCKY MOUNT- 
AIN STATES. 

Tun Trisune printed a letter on Satur- 
day from a prominent lawyer of Helena,

R. H. White Preparing te Go Into Busi- 
ness Near Mr. Richardson. 

A clash of jurisdiction between two Just- 
ices whose courts are on Clark street, be- 
tween Washington and Madison, may come 
within a few days.

Joseph and Adam both told him 
they would kill him, and he armed himself. 
Adam and two other men finally attacked 
him and he shot in self-defense. The case 
will go to the jury today. 


CONSPIRACY TO DEFRAUD CHARGED. 


W. L. Pierce and W. E. Spencer Arrest- 
ed on Complaint of Geo. Fisher. 

William L. Pierce, a real estate dealer at 
No. 94 Washington street, and his brother- 
in-law, Wiliam E. Spencer, were arrested 
yesterday charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud.

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JUSTICE Uns APPOINTMENT LEGAL, 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings Brought 
by Attorney Longenecker to Estab- 
lish Status Dismissed by Hanecy. 


Justice W. T. Hall of the Thirty-fifth 
Street Police Court is secure in his seat. 
Likewise the other newly appointed Police 
Justices of Chicago. The question of whether 
Mr. Hall was a legally appointed Justice of 
South Chicago was decided yesterday by 
Judge Han in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings brought by Joel M. Longenecker to 
keep William McLaughlin out of the bride- 
well. McLaughlin was arrested and brought 
before Justice Hall on a charge of vagrancy. 
He was convicted, and in default of $10 fine 
and costs was taken to the bridewell. — 

Ez-Judge Longenecker, as attorney for 
McLaughlin, applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus on the ground that Hall was not a 
legally appointed Justice. 

In the opinion handed down by Judge 
Hanecy, four things are given as necessary 
to make a 11 inted Justice: Recom- 
mendations by the Judges of the Courts of 
Record, appointment by the Governor with 
the consent of the Senate, confirmation by 
the Senate, and e 

The Governor,“ 


Governor under the law could — ‘do one 
of two things. He could either reject the 
man or mén recommended by the ae 
or he could appoint them, or elr 
names to the Senate for its action, and, if 
acted on favorably by the Senate, co 

sion them. He had no more richt to say 
whom they should succeed than he had to 
say how they should decide their cases, or 
what kind of cases they should hear and 
determine. The kind of cases they 

hear and determine is fixed by statute. It 
cannot*be changed by the Governor or any 
one else, except the law- power. He 
did .not reject Hall.
